A series of explosions and a fire 
cau sed by lacqu er fu mes inju red 
two men and cau sed an esti­ 
mated $500,000 damage to the 
clu b hou se and bowling alleys of 
the Improved Order of Rcdmen 
yesterday. 
Witnesses said 
three 
blasts 
rocked the one-story, concrete- 
block bu ilding in the indu strial, 
northwest section of the city. 
The second and most power­ 
fu l of the blasts knocked ou t 
the front of the stru ctu re and 
hu rled debris in all directions. 
Two doors were blown more 
than 40 yards into an adjacent 
soccer field. 
Two employes of a bowling 
su pply company, who were lac­ 
qu ering the eight alleys, and a 
porter, were the only persons in 
the bu ilding at the time. 
Two Hospitalized 
The two men working on the 
alleys, William Allen, 49 , and 
Horst Rochniak, 29 , were bu rned 
and taken to Genesee Hospital,

Linking the Sept. 15 • West

Bu lganin

I lorn” to aid Adenau er’s reelec­ 
tion campaign. 
“The statesmen of West Ger­ 
many do not conce al....a deal

Rondout: ‘The machinery of the 
late firm of Vogt and Spinnen- 
weber has been moved here from 
Ulster Park, and placed in the 
old brewery building where C.

paper. He writes in part: “ A 
good railroad man carries a good 
watch, while an inefficient con­ 
ductor or brakeman wrill be satis­ 
fied with anything that repre­ 
sents a timepiece. . .

Banana Fritters 


Batter: Two eggs, 2 cups flour, 
2 cups milk, h i cup sugar, 2 tea­ 
spoons baking powder, 2 table- 


spoons cooking oil, 
teaspoon 
salt, bananas. 
Sift flour, baking powder and 
salt. Beat egg white stiff, then 
beat sugar into whites. Beat egg 
yolks until thick, add milk and 
oil. Stir in flour mixture and fold 
in egg whites. Keep the batter 
thin. Cut bananas in three or 
four pieces, sprinkle with lemon 
juice and a little sugar, then dip 
in batter.
